same size as it is now. 

Mr. Ropp concurred with the 
findings of the corps of engineers ; 
who were sent from the state 
architect’s office in 1933 and who, 
after an examination of several 
weeks, 
in no wise measures up to present 
standards of safety. 


The report of the engineer 
states that, based on his exper- 
ience with similar projects, it 


would not be economically feasible 
to rehabilitate the auditorium to 
meet the new code requirements 
for earthquake resistance, because 
the brickwork is of very poor qual- ; 
ity, the concrete walls of the aud- 
itorium contain very little, if any, 
reinforced steel, the stage walls 
are incapable of being reinforced 
economicaliy, the roof construc- 
tion is considerably under require- 
ments for vertical loads, and_ the 
ventilating system is obsolete.
